Jan. 20.— President 
Taft today, addressing the annual meeting 
of the Absoclation of Life Insurance Presi- 


dente held out no hope for the enactment of 


a federal law to govern the companies, and

Tou are here to secure uniformity in in- 
surance legislation throughout the country.“ 
said the president. You are sorry that the 
United States may not find in the constitu- 
tion the right te render uniform the insurauee 
business throughout this country. Certainly 
the Supreme court seems to have settled that 
question. And your only recourse, therefore, 
is to secure such common action by the states 
that the result will be similar to a single 
federal act controlling the business.

They are great central markets, which 
determine the prices of wheat, corn, cotton. 

‘They naturally are scenes 
of speculation, a function which relleves the 
trade of the risks of fluctuating values by 
providing a clase ready to receive or deliver 
produce at the market price.

In doing this, commodities are directed. 


to their most advantageous uses and capita) 
is diverted into most profitable channels 
through the fixing for commodities and se- 
curities comparative prices for delivery at 
different times and places. 


Imperative for Millers, 

Under modern methods of doing business 
it is imperative that the-miNers be able to 
enter into agreeménts for the delivery of 
wheat many months in the future at a fixed 
price. It likewige is imperative that cotton 
merchants be in a position to enter into agree- 
ments with the spinners to deliver cotton 
many months in advance at a fixed price. 

Furthermore, it is often essential that these 
commitments be entered into before a crop 
actually is harvested. 

Such commitments are greatly facilitated 
by organized speculation, provided it is con- 
ducted on a proper basis, partly Because of 
this function of forecasting prices. As Com- 
missioner Smith said in a récent report, under 
a system of organized speculation operators 
of great ability and broad facilities secure 
detalled and extensive infermation concern- 
ing conditions of supply and demand, thus 
endeavoring to forecast the probable course 
of prices. 

The future system, by attracting the in- 
telligence, skill, and facilities of such opera- 
tors. should confer upon those directly inter- 
ested the benefit of necersary information 
which they would not otherwise optain. 


Aids the Non-Speculator. 

That is to say, intelligent speculation gen- 
erally tends to afford the nonspeculative 
merchant, producer, of coneumer a basis 
upon which to make his future arrange- 
ments. 

On the surface, it might seem that specula- 
tion, instead of affording advantages to those 
dealing in the actual products, would, be- 
cause of erroneous forecasts, prove exceed- 
ingly detrimental and even disastrous to the 
interests concerned. This frequently is so. 

But it is one of the peculiar functions of 
the future system, if properly conducted, to 
afford a remedy more or less effective for 
errors of this character. This lies in what 
is known as hedging. That is to say, a mer- 
chant who agrees to secure for a spinner at 
a future date 100 bales of actual cotton at 
a given price hedges himself against a pos- 
sible rise in cotton by buying a future con- 
tract for 100 bales from a speculator on ex- 
change. This is done also by dealers in other 
commodities. 

If the prices of futures and the commodity 
being dealt in move up in unison, whatever 
the purchaser loses by an unforeseen rise 
in the actual produce which he must buy he 
gains by a corresponding rise in the future 
contract which he holds. This allows the 
merchant, who simply is a distributer deal- 
Ang in actual produce, to throw upon the 
speculator the speculative risks of general 
price changes, foregoing at the same time 
possible speculative gains. 


Prices Must Move Alike. 

Kt is eseential, if the consumer is to suffer 
no loss, that the price of futures and of the 
spot commodity shall move alike. But im- 
proper exchange regulations frequently dis- 
turb this essential parity: As a result, a 
hedge falls the merchant, and he may suffer 
severe lors or be unable to hedge at all. 
Thus, frequently, he is forced to carry addi- 
tional and purely speculative risk, one that 
properly belongs to the speculator. He 
must, therefore, increase his margin for profit 
and either pay the producer less or charge 
the consumer more, or both. 

These facts are known to the president. He 
and his other advisers realize that the ab- 
normal depression in future contract price 
caused by improper exchange regulations 
draws away from the standard of true values 
the prices which farmers receive for their 
produce. 

The mental effect of these erroneous quo- 
tations serves to mislead the farmer to his 
injury in selling his crop. The disturbance 
of the hedgingsfunction by “Improper ex- 
change conditions has placed an added cost 


on the merchant which necessarily must 


fall, in part at least, upon the producer. 


Bucket Shops an Evil. 

There ig no doubt in the minds of the presi- 
dent that bucket shops should be suppressed. 
The great bulk of transactions on the ex- 
change not only are legitimate but necessary 
to the working of the modern Industrial 
system. In eliminating the bucket shop type 
of oh ges ee extreme care will have to be

But if his consent can 
be obtained at this time, the district will pro- 
ceed at once to acquire a right of way for the 
auxiliary. channel, 


Trustee Paul A. Hazard arrived here today 
and will be joined tomorrow by Trustees 
| William H. Baker and George W. Paullig, 
the other members of the board’s committee 
on federal relations. Accompanied by Presi- 
dent R. R. McCormick, who has been in 
Washington several days, the committee will 
call on Mr. Dickinson and present a compre- 
hensive statement of the plans and the neces- 
sity for early action. The trustees believe the 
secretary's decision will be favorable when 
he discovers the merits of the situation. 

Aacording to the trustees, it is imperative 
that the sewage of the Calumet region be de- 
. flected from the lake, into which it now flows, 
and turned into the main sanitary canal as 
goon as possible. 

They believe the flowage of 2,000 cubic feet 
a minute will be sufficient to carry off al) 
waste matter. They will present figures 
showing that whereas they have the right tb 
flow 10,000 cubic feet a minute out of the lake 
through the main canal, the present max- 
imum amounts to less than 7,000 eubic feet. 

The plans for the north ‘shore auxiliary 
channel provide for a flowagé of 1.000 cubic 
feet a minute. The government has objected 
to permitting. the district to take more than 
10,000 cubic feet ef water a minute from the 
lake, the international waterways commis- 
sion having held that such action would lower 
the level of the great lakes. 


Argument of the e 

If, however, the trustees keep within their 
limit of 10,000 feet, they argue the govern- 
ment should have no objection to the con- 
struction of the Calumet canal. They pr 
pose to prove to Secretary Dickinson that 
this can. be done. 

The trustees have decided to begin acquir- 
ing as soon as possible a right of way 500 
feet wide approximately along the line of the 
Calumet feeder. of the old tadpole ditch 
from South Chicago to the Sag. 

It is probable that.a good deal of litigation 
will be encountered from persons who have 
squatted on the ninety foot strip granted by 
the government to the state for the location 
of the feeder, all right to which, it now Is al- 
leged, the state has forfeited. ,

“TI believe Boldenweck is honest and et- 
ficient and pays close attention to his office,” 
sald Mr. Shackleford, but he made no at- 
tempt to get relief for his shortage until 
after the bond of his surety company had 
expired. 
“The treasury department never investi- 
gated his office from the time Boldenweck 
entered it until the shortage was discovered. 
Boldenweck said he had a pretty good idea 
where the money went.“ 
Mr. Boutell replied that Boldenweck had

Canal as Good Advertising.

Pressure Doesn’t Affect Supply. 
Pressure may rise or fall without affecting: 


the supply ot blood to the brain, at least 


the supply does not increase or decrease 
passively with the rising or falling pressure. 

The experimenters found, all at one time, 
an increase in the volume of the brain.and an 
increase in the size of the arterial pulse 
from brain and low”blood pressure.

MADRIZ TO STRIKE HARD.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 20.—Presi- 
dent Madr announced today that Gen. Es- 
trada's reply had served to end abruptly 
the peace negotiations, and that reinforce- 
ments had been ordered to the front with 
the purpose of striking a decisive blow At 
the insurgemt army. 

Gen. Estrada’s reply was to the president's 
message inviting the insurgent leader to 


sentatives Of the government at Greytown. 
The communication, which was signed by 
Estrada and Gen. Chamorro, stated they 
would accept Greytown as a meeting place 
for the peace commissioners provided Madriz 
would recognise the revolutionists as con- 
etituting a provisional government.

It will de better to have one severe battle 
than an endless seagon of unconclusive skir- 
mishes. The government troops are in fine 
fettle and not apprehensive of the result of 
the conflict.“

ARON MAX VON KUBECK, who has just been 
raised by Emperor Francis Joseph to a seat 
in the Austrian house of lords, will be remem- 
bered in this country as having been stationed 
for a time at Washington, and also as having 

on several occasions visited the United States in be- 
Ralf of his government. It was during one of these 


stays in America that he married Natalie de Loosey 


et New Orleans, a sister of Mrs, Charles May Oelriens 
of New York, and also of Mrs. Theodore A. Have- 
meyer of that city, 185 who now makes her home 
abroad. 

The union was not a happy one. The Baroness 
Kubeck shared the fate of all other American giris 
who have married Austrian nobles, and, unable to 
fulfill the genealogical requirements exacted from all 
women who gre Austrian subjects by birth or by 
marriage, she found herself barred from presentation 
at the court of Vienna. Being thus virtually ex- 
cluded from the great world at Vienna, she became 
dissatisfied with her lot, and after the birth of a 
daughter of the name of Blanctie a divorce took place, 
the baroness subsequently becoming the wife of 
‘Emeric Robert, an actor of the Burg theater. 

Her daughter was equally unfortunate in her mar- 
riage. For within a year of her wedding she regov- 
ered her freedom and is now known by her malden 
name of Baroness Blanche Kubeck. Her father, that 
is to say, Baron Kubeck, the newly created member 
of the Austrian house of lords, held the retired rank 
of coungilor of legation in the Austrian diplomatic 
service, and was for long the curator of the Imperial 
Museum of Art and Industry at Vienna. His father, 
the late Baron Charles Kubeck, was president of the 
imperial reichsrath, and one of his cousins, Baron 
Aloys Kubeck, died as ambassador.

King Albert and his consort have remained so much 
in the background durigg the closing years of the 
life of-Leopold IL. of Belgium that everything relating 
to them must be of interest. It may, therefore, be 
well to state that they first met at Vienna at the 
funeral of Empress Elizabeth, at which Albert repre- 
sented the court of Belgium. Their engagement took 
place about eighteen months later, in the spring of 
1900, in Paris, at the home there of Princess Elisa - 
beth’s aunt, the ex-queen of Naples. 

In addition to being a duly qualified physician and 
trained sick nurse, Queen Elizabeth is a wonderful 
musician, and excels as a violinist. She is, like her 
aunts, the ex-queen of Naples and the late empress 
of Austria, perfectly at home in the saddle, possessing 
their strange influence over horses, and in fact over 
most animals. In this she differs from her husband, 
who does not care so much for riding as he does for 
automobiling and for aviation. Nor can he be de- 
scribed as an enthusiastic nimrod, for he has a much 
greater liking for fishing than for shooting. 

It should be added that, although the labor legisla- 
tion in Belgium is of an advanced character, King 
Albert, before his accession to the throne, pleaded in 
the senate for ita still further extension, and, regard- 
ing himself as by reason of his position the chief 
arbitrator among all rival factions in his kingdom, 
hopes to find the means of reconciling capital and 
labor, so that being united they may fight side by 
side for a noble end, esteeming one another and in- 
spiring mutual confidence, 

That he has qualified himself for a role of this 
kind is shown by the care which he has taken to 
include among the members of his. household in the 
radical reorganization of his court a number of men 
khown for their breadth of view and for their liberal- 
ism.

No one will be more delighted than the Hon. Alex- 
ander Nelson Hood, private secretary to the prince of 
Wales, over the good fortune which has come to his 
distant kinsman, the Hon. Alexander Frederick Hood, 
who has just inherited from his cousin, Maj. Francis 
GreBory, the Styvechale Hall estate, in Warwickshire, 
with the accompanying lordship of the manor, and a 
fortune in addition thereto of nearly $1,000,000. 

For the bequest carries with it the stipulation that 
the legatee should abandon the name of Hood and 
adopt in lieu thereof the surname of Gregory and 
also assume the arms of the Gregorys. The abandon- 
ment by the legatee of the name of Hood will put an 
end to the sometimes annoying and troublesome con- 
fusion which has been caused through the fact that 
there were two men, not particularly friendly to one 
another, who was each entitled to describe himself as 
the Hon. Alexander Hood. 

The fortunate legatee is a younger son of the fourth 
Viscount Hood, and after attaining the rank of lieu- 
tenant in the royal navy abandoned the senior service 


He is married 
to a member of the Percy family, of which the duke 
of Northumberland is the chief. 

“The other Alexander Hood—namely: the private sec- 
retary of the prince of Wales, is a younger son of 
the late Viscount Bridport, and is descended from 
Rear Admiral Alexander Hood, who was a brother of 
the first Viscount Hood, and who was created Lord 
Bridport for his naval services. The second Lord 
Bridport married Nelson’s niece, and it is thanks to 
this that the present Lord Bridport owns all the land- 
ed property in Sicily, including the castle of Maniace 
and the @ukedom of Bronte, bestowed upon Admiral 
Lord Nelsow by King Ferdinand of Naps. 

These Sicilian estates of Lord Bridport are managed 
and administered by his brother, Alexander Hood, who 
is often wrongly described as the duke of Bronte, 
that title belonging to Lord Bridport, and while liv- 
ing at Maniace he has had a number of adventures 
with the banditti, who on one occasion subjected him 
to a full fledged siege of the castle of Maniace, last- 
ing several days, until the brigands were beaten off.

There was no meeting of the Program Study Class 
yesterday, as Dr. Criticus Flub-Dubbe had to go to 
Milwaukee to deliver his popular lecture, “From Bach 
to Stock.”

Roads in Local Territory Deeide 
: to Apply New Uniform 
Rules. 


‘A freight rate war between Chicago and 
ö New York seems in prospect from the an- 
| nouncement. by the Erie railroad yesterday 
} that, effective April 1, it would reduce its 
all-rail rate westbound from 75 to 69 cents 
a hundred on first class business. The an- 
nouncement followed closely upon reports 
from New. York that the roads had all but 
agreed to make an advance in the lake and 
rail rates westbound by reducing the differ- 
entlals of the water lines. 

The reports that an advance was contem- 
plated immediately aroused a spirit of oppo- 
sition among the Chicago merchants, as 
nearly 40 per cent of the high class west- 
bound merchandise to this city moves under 
differential rates, but the story was denied 
in responses received from several of the 
éastern railroad presidents by John M. 
Glenn; secretary of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ aseociation. Mr. Glenn's advices sim- 
ply stated that no advance seemed probable 
“at the present time.”

HEAR DAN COUGHLIN IS DEAD
